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DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

1 . Figure 1 should be designated by a legend such as --Prior Art- because only 
that which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected drawings in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled 
"Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 CFR 1.84(c)) so as not to obstruct 
any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the 
applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the next Office 
action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 9-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

4. Regarding claims 9-12, the phrase "or the like" renders the claim(s) indefinite 
because the claim(s) include(s) elements not actually disclosed (those encompassed by 
"or the like"), thereby rendering the scope of the claim(s) unascertainable. See MPEP 

§ 2173.05(d). 
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5. Regarding claims 9-12, the phrase "such as" renders the claim indefinite 
because it is unclear whether the limitations following the phrase are part of the claimed 
invention. See MPEP § 2173.05(d). 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

6. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

7. Claims 5-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Kondo 
(5,252,883). 

Regarding claims 5 and 6, Kondo discloses an actuator containing multiple layers 
of piezoelectric material (1) wherein the individual layers have rounded corners (cut 
area is shown at 8 in Fig. 1 with the rounded shown in Fig. 2). 

In regards to claims 6 and 7, Kondo discloses the rounding of the corners to be 
1.0 mm (Col. 5, lines 23-26). 

In regards to claims 9-12, Kondo discloses the actuator can or cannot be used as 
an actuator for opening or closing a mass flow controller valve (col. 1 , lines 50-51). 



8. Claims 5, 6, 9 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated 
by Kobayashi et al. (6,787,975). 
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Kobayashi et al. disclose a piezoelectric device for a fuel injector consisting of a 
plurality of square layers having rounded corners (Fig. 22c). 

Conclusion 

9. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Kawai et al. (6,054,793) disclose a piezoelectric resonator having 
a plurality of layers with each layer having at least one corner being rounded.
